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Making 
greener brew 


Your favorite canned beer may have a shiny metallic hue 
on the outside, but drinking from aluminum containers 
is a downright green thing to do, according to most 
eco-experts. Why? Here’s what they told Red Eye. e.s. 



KICKING 



Breweries and the beer drinkers who iove them 
put fizz back in that oid cans vs. botties debate 


They’re green truckin’ 

Aluminum cans are only about one-third 
the weight of glass bottles, says Gabriel 
Magliaro, president and founder of Half 
Acre, which means less fuel is needed to 
send them from the factory to your 
favorite corner store. 


They’re nicely shaped 


Cans are transported in rectangular boxes, 
meaning freighters can cram more cases on 
the truck in a single trip. Longneck bottles have 
awkward shapes that lead to inefficient use of 
space and thus more fuel burned. 


They’re energy rock stars 


Randy Mosher, a Chicago-based beer expert and 
author, noted that cans require more electricity 
upfront to produce, but the rate of recycling is 
significantly higher, making the net energy 
consumption less than that of bottles. 


They’re precious metal 

The value of aluminum typically is greater than that of glass, 
Mosher said, meaning wayward cans from last night’s rager 
are more frequently picked up and traded in for cash. And unlike 
glass bottles, which tend to become worthless when broken, 
completely crushed cans garner just as much value as those 
in flawless condition. 


They’re into reincarnation 

From last drip to first new sip, cans reinvent themselves more frequently 
than bottles. The Aluminum Association, an industry trade group, 
reports the metal has a 60-day life cycle from the point it becomes 
a used beverage container to the time it’s crafted into a new can.

Mitchell Radlund has a taste for craft: beer. Among 
his favorites: Modus Hoperandi, an IPAfrom Colo- 
rado; Surly Bender, a brown ale from Minnesota; 
and Fat Tire, an amber brew from Colorado. 

But there’s a twist: Radlund’s suds of choice 
don’t come from a bottle. 

“Most of my favorite craft beers only come in 
cans,” the 24-year-old Humboldt Park resi- 
dent said recently as he nursed a La Crosse 
Lager at Cans, a Bucktown bar that has more 
than 35 types of canned beer on its drink 
menu. “I do like bottles too, but I have noticed 
a growing popularity in cans in the three years 
I’ve been drinking beer ... almost Hke a lifestyle 
choice.” 

Beer that comes from cans still might be 
associated with subpar flavor fit only for 
a frat house, but that image is begin- 
ning to undergo an upgrade as craft 
breweries in Chicago and beyond 
more frequently wrap their suds 
in aluminum. The breweries say 
the cans protect a craft beer’s 
delicate flavor, save money and 
I are less harmful to the environ- 
ment. Many drinkers are bellying 
up to the trend— and some have 
completely embraced it. 

In Chicago, Half Acre Beer Com- 
pany will bid farewell to 12-ounce 
bottles and become the city’s only 
brewery to sell its beer in cans 
when it makes the switch 
to 16 -ounce tall boys; the 
move is targeted for early May.

They’re recycle-friendly 

Being a lightweight metal means aluminum empties are easier 
to haul to the recycling bin than bulky bottles. A 2006 study by 
the Container Recycling Institute found that more than 45 percent 
of aluminum cans were recycled nationally after use, as opposed 
to just 28 percent of glass bottles.

The decision by the North Center brewery, which 
still will sell special releases in 22-ounce bottles, 
comes on the heels of similar moves by IndianapoHs- 
based Sun King Brewing Company and Minnesota- 
based Surly Brewing Company (Reps from Chicago 
breweries Goose Island, Metropolitan and Two 
Brothers told RedEye they have no immediate plans 
to can their specialty suds.) 

Nationally, sales of 18-pack cases of canned beer 
rose 5 percent from 1998 to 2006, according to 
the most recent Brewer’s Almanac, published by 
industry lobbying organization The Beer Insti- 
tute. That increase virtually kept pace with sales of 
18-packs of bottles, which rose 7 percent. Across II-

linois, canned beer sales eked out bottles in 2008, 
45.4 percent to 44.6 percent, according to the al- 
manac, while draughts accounted for most of the 
remainder of the market. 

Of course, the “cans vs. bottles” argument is as 
dated as beer packaging itself, and a recent surge in 
small-scale breweries switching to cans will serve 
only to fan the flames of friendly debates in bar- 
rooms and basements everywhere. 

“This is a century-long pendulum that is swing- 
ing away from mass-market products and mega- 
brands toward a movement of authenticity and 
rare products, and for beer, oftentimes that hap- 
pens in cans,” said Randy Mosher, the Chicago- 
based author of “Tasting Beer: An Insider’s Guide 
to the World’s Greatest Drink.” 

The reasons Half Acre is making the switch 
from glass are simple, according to president and 
founder Gabriel Magliaro: Cans protect the brew 
from harmful light, they’re lighter, and they work 
well for the brand’s image. 

But what about the taste? 


INTO THE DARKNESS 

Beer Is a fragile beverage filled with living, 
dynamic organisms and Is highly affected 
by oxygen, heat and especially light, accord- 
ing to Chicago beer expert and author Randy 
Mosher. "Certain wavelengths of light, whether 
It’s sunlight or the fluorescent lights from the 
liquor store, can make their way Into bottles and 
change the chemistry and taste,” he said. While 
brown-colored bottles do protect against those 
rays better than their green counterparts, 
cans offer the ultimate shield against foreign 
Influences that threaten to spoil the suds. 

^ 

“The beer is more protected {from light] now, and 
the can gives our beer the best shot at keeping the 
characteristics we intended for it,” Magliaro said. 

Not only are beer cans now made from aluminum 
instead of the steel of yesteryear, but there also is a 
safe, food-grade lining inside that prevents the beer 
from coming into contact with the actual metal. 

Science aside, there also are practical advantages 


to drinking from cans. Since aluminum is easily 
crushable, cans are a better choice for outdoorsy 
types who spend their weekends kayaking, camp- 
ing or anywhere else where glass is prohibited, such 
as beaches. And in hot weather, beer cools faster in 
aluminum cans, Mosher said. 

^t some beer drinkers aren’t ready to let go of 
the bottle just yet. Jaime Gonzalez, 31, said he drinks 
canned brew only if that’s the last available option. 

“Bottles and drafts have a much cleaner flavor,” 
the Wcker Park resident said. “{With bottles], you 
taste the beer and not the metal associated with it.” 

Mosher, the author, said he doesn’t fall on either 
side of the debate between bottles and cans. That’s 
because, much like wine, a brew’s subtleties in tex- 
ture and taste are best appreciated from a differ- 
ent, independent container. 

“No nice beer should ever be drunk out of the 
package, bottle or can,” he said. “%u’re doing a dis- 
service to a really good beer by drinking it out of 
anything other than a glass.”

Fire starters

Brimch service at Prairie Fire, Sarah Stegner and George Bumbaris’ new'SX^st 
Loop spot, is just months old. But in some respects, it’s had years to find its feet. 
Stegner and Bumbaris’ Northbrook restaurant. Prairie Grass Cafe, is a favorite 
among serious suburban brunchers— and the Prairie Fire menu wisely incor- 
porates some dishes from Prairie Grass, including most of the signature eggs 
Benedicts and a smattering of other savory dishes. It’s reasonably priced, homey 
American fare. But does it translate to the urban brunch scene?

Server says: You can’t go wrong with 
the cream cheese-stuffed banana bread 
French toast ($9), topped with a bruleed 
banana. Try the breakfast potato skins 
($9.50) if you want something filling. 

We say: The potato skins, fried and 
piled with scrambled eggs, Cheddar, 
bacon crumbles and sour cream, were 
filling but a little too T.G.I. Friday’s for 
us. Whatever finesse might have lurked 
beneath was impossible to appreciate 
under all of the sour cream. 

Don*t miss: The house-made Italian 
sausage sandwich ($8.50), topped with 
a fried egg and a mess of peppers, on- 
ions and mozzarella. 


Feel free to pass on: The traditional 
eggs Benedict ($9). It’s fine, but nothing 
you can’t get elsewhere. You’re bet- 
ter off upgrading to the PGC Benedict 
($10.50), a Prairie Grass-approved ver- 
sion with sauteed spinach, crumbled 
bacon and tomato hollandaise. 

On the side: Alongside the usual sus- 
pects (bacon, sausage, potatoes a cou- 
ple of ways) is one outlier: white beans 
and Swiss chard ($3). We’d be content 
with just a serving of this, some crusty 
bread and a cup of strong coffee. 

Is it lunchtime yet? There are only a 
few lunchier choices, and you need to 
remember just one: the bun-less, blue 



cheese-topped sirloin burger ($15). It’s 
the same celebrated burger popular- 
ized In the suburbs, and it’s worth skip- 
ping breakfast for. 

Day drinking: If you’re of the mind 
that the garnish makes the bloody, 
you won’t be disappointed with the 
supreme bloody mary ($11.50)-it’s 
crowned with a jumbo shrimp and blue 
cheese-stuffed olives. Not feeling vodka 
and cold shrimp so early? The mango- 
orange-banana smoothie ($6) is solid. 


Buzz factor: Average. The brew is 
Intelligentsia and espresso drinks are 
available, but servers weren’t exactly 
jumping to fill our cups when they ran low. 

Crowd surfing: We re not sure why (per- 
haps the association with a more mature 
suburban sibling?), but the brunch crowd 
seems to skew older.
